THE INQUEST AT WELLINGTON 
wd BARRACKS. Dae" 


The adjourned ‘inquest, upon the body of 
Jon Cogan, private in the ‘Buffs, was 
held at the Wellington Barracks this after- 
noon, before the Coronor, Mr H. E. Wode- 
house, and the jury as before constituted, 

T. F, W. Fogarty, M.B., surguon on tho 
Army Modical Staff, was examined and de- 
posed that he saw the deceased, ‘private 
Cogan, shortly after his admission to the 
hospital at Wellington Barracks -on. the 


night of tho 4th inst. Deceased wag. thon 
"in a state bordering on collapse, and from 
the symptoms exhibited appeared to be 
suflering from alcoholic poisoning. Witness 
upplied the appropriate remedies, and after 
a time the patient began to improve some- 
what. Witness stopped with him an hour 
and then left, giving orders that he was to 
be sent for at once should the deceased get 
woreo. About an-hour afterwards he was 
called, but when he arrived at the hospital 
he found the.man dead, 

Jehn Richard Dodd, M.B., surgeon on 
the Medical Staff, held a post mortem 
examination on the body of deceased on the 
Bthinst. He found symptoms of congestion 
of the brain. Tho stomach contained a 
larga quantity of solid fool which smelt 
of spirits, There was also alight congestion 
| of the Jungs. There was some solid food 


t lodged in the upper port of. the larnyx, 


which appeared to have caused suffocation, 
owing to the deceased being so much under 
tho influence of alcohol as not to be able to 
‘clear the food from his throat. Had he 
not beon 50 far gono ho could easily have 
coughed the matter up. The brain was so 
conyested that witness was of opinion that 
the sullocation from the food in the larnyx 
only assisted in causing death. The con- 
gestion of the brain disabled deceased from 
removing tho food from the larnyx. 

| Dr. P. B.C. Ayres, Colonial Surgeon, 
said that after speaking to Dr. Dodd, 
, yesterday, he went and saw tho body 
of deceased. The body ‘was that of 
a wian of full habit, rather - short 
in tho neck, apparently that of “well. 
nourished and healthy man. From the 
appearance of the body he had no reason 
to suppoeo that death was the result of any 
other than natural causes. Aloohel ia suf- 
ficient .quantities. was sufficient to have 
caused apoplexy. 

Captain Julius Backhouse, of the ‘ Buffs,” 
atated that deceased had belonged to his 
company. Ho hnd been in the Resiment 
two years, and.one year in Hongkong. De- 
ceased was.a man who drank heavily, and 
had beed piinished five or six times for in- 
sobriety. -They always endeavoured in 
cases of this kind to find out who supplied 
the drink to the mev. He had a» witness 
who could testify to the fact.that drink wan 
frequently supplied to: soldiers in tho 
photographers’ shops when thoy went there 
to have photographs taken. He had also 
a witness who was with tho deceased on the 
evening of his death. 

Mr Wodehouso thought it was unne- 
cossaary to call the witness with regard 
to tho photographers supplying liquor to 
the soldiers, but called tho man who had 
been with deceased on the evening of the 
4th. 

Géorge Bradford, private in the ‘Buffs,’ 
gave evidence to the effect that he inet de- 
ceased at 6 p.m. on the 4th at the Murray 
Barracks They walked tugether down the 
Praya West, and he left the decoased at the 


corner of Cochrane St. at 7.30 p.m., wit- 
ness retarning to tho Barracke, Thoy had 
nothing to drink while together, and de- 
ceased was perfectly sober when witness 
left him, : * :

THE CHINA MATL... 


THE LATE DYNAMITE EX. © 
' PLOSIONS. - 
The Américan, papers .recoived to-day 
- contain long and detailed accounts of the 
recent dynamite explosions which occurred, 
én the 24th Junuary, at Weatminater, the 
.. Houses of Parliament and tho Tower of 
London, Tho following oxtrieta show the 
nature and oxtent of the datnage, and the 
consequent oxcitomont :— 


Tho following. is another account of the 
explosion at Westminster Hall; Tho ex- 
ploaion at Westminster was mora disastrous 
than at first anticipated. Four porsone wero, 
badly injured, including two policemen, 
fatally wounded. A Iaty who was.ii the 

‘hall and spicd the infernal maching, onlled 
the attention. of Policemun Cole, who was 
on duty at tho-timo, to it, Officer Cole 
rushed to.the spot, seized the machine 
and attompted to extinguish the fuse, but 
was not quick enough, Tho fuse burncd 
so rapidly and closod. 20 quickly upon the 
machine that: tho officer droppad it andan 
explosion followdd ' almost immediately 
after. One-half of tho hall was wrecked. 
This explosion in tho lobby of tho Houso of 
Commons occurréd three minutes later, Tt 
came from. directly undor tho ettangore’ 
gallery and closo to the seat ueually 
occupied by Bradlangh when visiting the 
Commons. The lobby is completely wreck~- 
edand thegallary torn down, ‘Tho Spoatir's 
chair ia destroyed and the massive atuno- 
work displaced, 

Lator reports show that tho first storica 

, about the damage to the White Towor were 
aomewhnt oxaguerated. Tho White Tower 
building was not destroyod. It is now anid 
that the structure was not vary seriously 
injurod. These later reports tended to 
somewhat allay public excitawont. If the 
explosion really domolished the White 
Tower tha reauit muat have been immonacly 
morte serivus, for part of the building ia 
used agian atmory at the present, for tho 
atorago of rifloa and often of largo quantities 
of ammunition, Thiafact makes the popular 
indignation against the perpetrators of the 
outrago indoxeribable, Largo. nuntbers of 
children ‘wera among tho visitors. Many 
of thoso little oner hud thoir facea and 
hands badly torn by the broken glass and 
flying fragments. ‘The glass roof af the 

ouse of Commons was completely alintter- 
ed. The elock in tho House stopped nt 
precisely 215 p.m. A heavy beam, which 
formed one of tho supports: of the gallery, 
was projected into the Speaker's chair, acr- 
jonsly injuring it. Gladstone's ‘seat was 
torn to pieces. 

It has been ascortained that a large quan- 
tity of oxplosive matter had been -placed 


* .ingido the great ornamental gates leading 


to tho crypt, under Wostminster Hall, 
Thoso gates were blown cloar off their 
hinges and thrown to the ground, All te 
windows in the north and south sidos of the 
building wore blown tu atoms, . - 

An Icishnian giving the namo of Cun- 
ningham, but who has boon known mu Dal- 
ton and Gilbort, was found amoung the 
visitors detained for scrutiny after tho 
oxplosion-at the tower, Ho had recently 
Jeome from America, and, being unable ta 

““givo a satisfactory oxplanation of his object 
in visiting the Tower, he. was taken into 
custody, and conveyed to tho poliou oolls at 
Whitechapel, where ho will bo detained 
until ablo to‘givo o clearer accomt of 
himaolf. 

.. sAbout sixty visitors wero in tho Tower 

_ at the timo of the oxplosion, Tho explo- 
sivo agent wns deposited in what is known 
as the banqueting hall of the White Tower. 
This hall is now used as an armory ond in 
it were stored largo,numbers of Martini 
rifles, which were destined to bo shortly 
issued to volunteers, It was behind a rack 
of these that the doadly compound was 

laced, Tho dynamite played ita mnddest 
roaks with the rifles, Many of them wera 
twiated in tho most ovcentric shapes imagi- 
nablo and their distorted forma scattered 
about the apartment in _n marvel of confu- 
sion, All tho glass and other fragilo arti- 
cles in the ‘hall wore smashed. out of all 
semblance of their former. solves. . A latgo 
hole was crushed throngh the oor at the 
spot where the dynamite was placed. 
Directly overhead a similar hole was blown 
through tho roof, 
set on fire by tho axplosion, but befare 
any serious damage had been dono by the 
lames they were extinguished. 

Remarkable force was shown by tho ox- 
plosion in Westminister Hall in a down 
ward direction, . Holes were scouped in the 
ground larga enough to hold’ a man. Into 


one of the: holes so furmed Constalls Cox 


was violently thrown and from it was extri- 
cated ina bruised and battered coniitiun. 
Two other policomen near tho point of thie 
explosion were not'su seriously hurt, but 
thoy were thoroughly stunned by tho con- 
cussion, ee
